his golden wedding anniversary,

was married in October. 
054. and. 
just as all his life, family affairs had 
to take a secondary place to his work i 
in the department, now he is taken 
away a few months before the arrival 
of the great day he has so long antici­ 
pated. 
Mrs. M artha Swenie, his widow is j 
now a woman or 70. 
For half a ecu-j 
tury. lacking only eight months, she j 
has been as the chief himself once put 
it, “ a faithful old warrior and first as­ 
sistant chief of the Chicago tire de 
partm ent.” 
Swenie lived the life of j 
a soldier, with this difference: 
the 
man who wears a sword lives a com-; 
fort able life in barracks except when j 
his country is at 
war, while Swenie 
was always on duty, day and night,; 
and it was always likely that at any 
minute Of the time he would be called 
to tight his last 
battle. 
Fie was a 
splendid type of the fighting man. 
In 
the early days of the volunteer depart­ 
ment, when Swenie ‘ ran with the 
Red Jackets." he was tin 
victor in 
many a pitched battle with rival fire­ 
men of other companies. 
And always 
he was fighting tire, smoke, deadly 
gases, and imminent perils of manv 
kinds. 
W hen Chief Swenie resigned in lfMM 
his wife was delighted. 
The strain of 
lifty years fell away in an hour and 
she declared she felt young again. 


Swenie was the strictest 
of discip­ 
linarians. 
Few men had the courage 
to ask him to overlook a slip 
A man 
who had exercised his lungs for fifty 
years in bellowing orders through the 
din of big tires was not. likely to speak 
in soft whispers. 
But gradually the 
firemen came to know that there was 
at least one person who was not in the 
least afraid of old Denis at his gruf-j 
fest.
